‘|, = prospect that Irish rail- 
ways would be compelled to 
close down after the present emer- 
gency, because high wages would 
render competition with cheaper 
road transport impossible, was 
visualised yesterday by Mr. G. J. 
O’Hara, of the Great Southern 
Railways Company. 

rt The. total  whaae required to 
operate - railways to-day,’ he said, 
‘makes it impossible for Trail trans- 
port. to compete’ with road trans- 
port, and. if it.can.be shown that 
the average wage paid to workers is 
too low, then the number of Wor- 
kers will have to be drastically 
cut.”

Commerce. - He said that in rail- 
way working alone the sdlaries and 
wages paid toox 11s. 8d. from every 
£1 of gross revenue earned, and if 
the claim for the maximum bonus 
of 8s. was granted, this charge on 
the company’s revenue would be in- 
creased to 12s. -» or 63.28 per 
cent. of gross profit. If the bonuses 
were granted, his company would 
not be able to pay its way without 
increasing its charges. 

Mr. O'Hara cited as a further 
proof of his thesis series of articles 
which appeared in the /rish Times 
recently, in which reference was 
made to the Mayo Experiment 
the writer making the point that 
as the wages paid to its road 
workers was more than 50 per cent. 
higher than that paid by the inde- 
pendent ‘Operators in the area, the 


~ company’s‘ road rates and charges 


had to be higher than those de- 
manded ob the independent 
operators. An extract from one of 
the articles read as follows :—“ 
the regular trade union rate (was) 

s. 6d. minimum for 48-hour week, 
with time and a quarter for over- 
time. Very few drivers in the dis- 
trict carned more than 35s. per 
week, and some were paid less for 
working from morning till mid- 
night six days. a week... .” 

He said that one would have 
expected to see some kind of protest 
from the trade union officials, who 
had appeared that day as advocates 
for high wages,
